Landing the Second Expedition. 
IBT THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Manila, July 19, via Hongkong, July 22.— 
The disembarkation of the American troops 
composing the second expedition is being 
pushed with the utmost energy. The Colo- 
rado regiment is already in the field near 
Paranague, and other regiments will be 
transferred without any loss of time from 


‘the transports to the camp in native boats. 


The United States cruiser Boston has heen 
detailed to cover the landing parties. It 
now oecupies a position almost within range 
of the guns of Fort Malate, which is only 
a short distance from Manila proper. 


The brigade commanded by General An- 


derson is still at Cavite, but his troops are 
ready tomove. The arrival here of the Unit- 
ed States monitor Monterey is anxiously ex- 
pected. 

Insurgents Shell Malate. 

‘The insurgents are gradually getting ar- 
tillery into action against Pondo, Santa 
Meso, and Malate. The fighting is desultory. 
The Spaniards have been driven from the 
trenches outside Malate, and the insurgents 
are strongly intrenched near the walls of 
the fort. The insurgents have begun to boin- 
bard Malate fort and have struck the tele- 
graph company’s cable house. 


Says Rebels Want American Suzerainty 

London, July, 23.—The Hongkong corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail says: 

„Mr. Williams, 
at Manila, has written as follows to Mr. 
Wildman, the American Consul in Hong- 
verti ‘If the Uriited States would be the 
suzerain and protecting power Aguinaldo

Tells of the Kind of Gov- 
ernment the Cubans 
Desire. 


VIEWS OF GOMEZ’S CHIEF. 


He Gives Some Authoritative In- 
formation on the Hopes of 
the Better Class of 
Cuban People. 


BALLOT ONLY IS TO RULE 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY MAJOR GENERAL, 0. 
O. HOWARD TO THE NEW YORK WORLD 
AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


On Board the United States Steamship Ni- 
agara, en route to Santiago, July 22, via Key 
West.—Besides Colonels Laborde and Fer- 
mando Mendez I have met Colonel Benaba 
Bosa, who has been the chief of staff of Gen- 
eral Gomez. He has spoken quite freely con- 
cerning the present Cuban republic and the 
prospective government under new condi- 


| tions. Gomez, his officers, and soldiers, who 


have done their best to secure the independ- 
ence of Cuba, have no desire to exercise civil 
functions. They express their sunset to 
have civil leaders elected. 

We have,“ Colonel Bosa declares, 
plenty of highly educated men, some in 
Cuba and some temporarily living in the 
United States and elsewhere, who are re- 
turning or anxious to return to Cuba. The 
whole talk of Cuban leaders, wherever found 
—that is, those loyal to free Cuba—is to have 
a constitution as nearly like that of the 
United States as is practicable. 

“ Hostility to freedom and independence 
has come from religious fanatical attach- 
ment to Spain, The new men, the thinking 
men, of Cuba want absolute freedom in mat- 
ters of religion, so that any class of Chris- 
tians or of religionists may be unrestricted 
in their rights and ceremonies and in their 
teachings, as the people in any State of the 
United States. 

The thinking Cubans hope that the Pres- 
ident will give every opportunity, not to the 
army, 
however deserving these may be, but to 
the people, to express their wish at the polls, 
for conventions, for desirable constitutional 
bodies. The government of the people, by 
the people, is the universal expression, but 
the Cubans are jealous of the interference 
of Spanish influence. They cannot trust Cu- 
bans who have been fighting against them 
and against the United States. 

The true Cubans will not vote to put any 
such men into an official or representative 
position. 

With regard to the criticism by our offi- 
cers, soldiers, and many patriotic citizens 
that ‘able-bodied Cubans are seen every- 
where along our coast, particularly in Tampa 
and Key West, who ought to be with Garcia 
and Gomez in the field fighting against the 
Spaniards, the answer is that all unmarried 
men, sufficiently able-bodied, have gone or 
will, go. The married men, especially those 


with large families, are unwilling to leave 


their families in the United States, where 
there is no support for them. 

** Moreover, all Cubans have taxed them- 
selves for some years to the extent of one- 
tenth of their income, and often considerably 
more, to sustain the revolution, so that the 
patriotic work has been systematic and con- 
tinuous.”’ 

The patriotic ardor, says Gomez’ staff offi- 
cer, is intense, but the leaders have tried 
to so regulate it that it shall not be 
suicidal.

NAVY’S SUCCESS AT NIPE.

WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
Santiago, July 22.—The Governor permits

Just Learn of the Surrender. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 
Santiago de Cuba, July 22.—To the Adju- 
tant General, Washington: I sent two troops 
of cavalry with Spanish officers and Lieu- 
tenant Miley to receive surrender of Span- 
ish troops at San Luis and Palmas.

More Punishment for Spain. 
Playa del Este, July 22.—To Secretary 
Navy, Washington, D. C.: The expedition to 
Nipe has been entirely successful, although 
the mines had not been removed for want of 
time.

Troops Land at Manzanillo. 

Madrid, July 22.—A private dispatch from 
Havana says that an American force landed 
near Manzanillo, Province of Santiago de 
Cuba, on Tuesday evening. The Spanish 
troops guarding the approaches of the bay, 
the dispatch adds, opened fire on the in- 
vaders and the Americans replied. 

An attack on the town by sea and land was 
expected at the time the message was sent. 
The crews of the Spanish gunboats which 
were sunk reached the land and, according 
to the dispatches, saved most of their effccts. 


Importance of the Attack. 

Washington, D. C., July 22.—The brief re- 
port from Admiral Sampson declaring the 
success of the expedition to Nipe is real- 
ly more important than appears on the sur- 
face. The bay of Nipe lies on the north coast 
of Cuba, almost directly across the island 
from Santiago. It is purposed to establish 
a base there which will save at least two 
days’ time in getting supplies into Cuba, 
as compared with the Santiago route. It 
will also form a good point of operations 
against Holguin, not far distant, and if it 
should develop, unfortunately, that a re- 
straining hand must be laid upon the Cu- 
bans themselves, Nipe, in connection with 
Santiago would be an effective means of 
doing this. 0 

SPANISH SOURCES.] 

Havana, July 22.—On the morning of July 
18 several American warships appeared be- 
fore Manzanillo. Among them were two 
monitors. The Spanish flotilla consisting of 
three transports was there, but had little 
ammunition and was much inferior in force 
te the Americans. The Spanish transports 
were fired upon by the Americans and were 
stranded on the beach. 

The Spanish sailors went ashore and oc- 
cupied the land trenches, opening a Hvely 
fire upon the American boats, and after two 
hours the American ships withdrew. At 11 
in the morning they were still insight. They 
Spann 350 shots of various caliber. The 


nish forces lost three soldiers killed and 
officers and twelve soldiers wounded. 

The Spanish flotilla was commanded by 
Naval Lieutenant Joaquin Gomez. Captain 
General Blanco publicly congratulated every 
one who took part in the defense and notified 
the commander of the garrison, Sanchez 
Parron, that he must defend his place :0 the 


last.

The selection of landing places and the gen- 
eral campaign have been dominated by the 
fact that there are on the island only five 
good ports of entry. These include Caborojo, 
on the southern extremity of the west coast; 
Guanica, in the western part of the south 
coast; Esenada Honda, on the southern part 
of the east coast; Fajardo, on the northern 
section of the east coast; and San Juan itself. 
Of these five San Juan is strongly fortified. 
Fajardo and Guanica have good road com- 
munications to the capital, while the other 
two are too isolated to be valuable for mili- 


tary purposes. 


Importance ot Guanica. 

Guanica is a small town of one or two 
thousand inhabitants. It is about six miles 
south of Yauoo, of which city it forms the 
port, and with which it is connected by a 
good road There is not a fortification or 
@ mine about the Bay of Guanica, nor is 
there, so far as known, a Spanish soldier 
there. Owing to the fact that no large town 
is situated on the bay it has been largely 
neglected, but it is one of the best ports, if 
not the best, in the whole island. It ig 
entered by a narrow channel, but when once 
inside the bay the banks to the right are 
steep and form a good natural wharf. Ves- 
sels of thirty feet draft can enter the bay 
easily and unload directly om shore, with- 
out the necessity of using small boats, and 
the troops can march over the gangplank 
with the utmost ease. 7 

The outer bay is reduced in dimensions by 
a number of reefs and shoals, but there is 
ample water for the entrance of ships of 
war, and a more ideal place for landing could 
hardly have been chosen. As previously 
stated, the port is only six miles from the 
Town of Yauco. This is a city of 24,500 
people. It is about 150 feet above the sea, 
and has a fine climate, with an abundance 


of good running water, which comes from 


the four monpatains commanding the town, 
It ie a notable fact that there are in Yauco 
vacant coffee warehouses, built in a substan- 
tial manner of stone or brick, capable of 
giving accommodation to 6,000 troops. The 
War department records also show that 
there is a large supply of pack mules and 
carts which can be obtained upon short 
notice for the handling of freight and sup- 
plies for the march to the capital.

Talk of Cabinet Crisis. : 

London, July 23.—A special dispatch from.

The arrival of General Polavieja has in- 
creased the persistent talk of a Cabinet 
crisis. The Queen Regent is credited with 
exclaiming: Thank God!’ when she knew 
he was coming. Opinions differ as to whether 
a semi-military Cabinet would make for

** Certainly considerable confidence is felt 
in General Polavieja in the present juncture. 

In the first place he is better in touch 
with tho feelings of the army; in the second, 
he need not trouble himself about his con- 
stituents; and finally, the fear of an un- 
popularity would not blind him to the real 
facts of the situation.

Say No Peace Step Has Been Taken. 

The Madrid special dispatches this morn-

that the capitulation of Santiago was a 
preliminary to peace must,be abandoned. 

The Ministerial organ, El Correo, says: 
“The government is satisfied that the na-

With- 
out, therefore, initiating any formal dis- 
cussion of affairs connected with the war, 
it is not improbable that these may have 
been touched upon in the course of the con- 
ference. As to this both sides are reticent. 
From this standpoint it appears to have 
been another evidence of the entirely friend- 
ly purposes of the German government, 
despite the reports of friction, and it is prob- 
able that the conference permitted an agree- 
able exchange of good feeling between the 
President and the representative of the Ger- 
man government.

RECRUITING IN CHICAGO. 


linois Has Thousands of En- 
rolled Men Eager to Go 
to the Front. 


SUGGESTION TO M’KINLEY. 


Springfield, III., July 22.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Tanner’s attention was called today to 
the failure of some of the Southern States to 
fill their respective quotas under the second 
call of the President for troops, and to the 
fact that a large number of men have re- 
cently been recruited in Chicago for  Mis- 
sissippi and other Southern States. 
Complaints on this score have reached the 
Governor from Chicago, and he has been 
‘urged, in the interest of existing Chicago 
provisional regiments, to put an end to fur- 
ther recruiting. In discussinng the matter 
tonight the Governor said? 

The right to enlist is an individual priv- 
lege, and ought not to be restrained. In 
America, since the civil war, the word ‘ na- 
tion’ has always been spelled with a big 
N.“ and the interest of the nation cannot 
be bounded “by State lines. The nation’s 
forces are all able-bodied male citizens of 
the United States and persons of foreign 
birth who have declared their intention to 
become citizens. It would not do, there- 
fore, to deny to the citizens of Illinois the 
right to enlist in a Mississippi regiment, or 
vice versa, especially where the opportunity 
to join a home company or regiment has 
been cut off by reason of the fact that the 
State has already filled its quota. ; 

No question can be raised about the 
right of the citizens of any State to enlist 
in the regular army, the ‘ Rough Riders,’ or 
any of the special or immune regiments 
where particular qualifications exist neces- 
sary to make the recruit acceptable. 

** I confess my surprise, however, that any 
State or Territory should hesitate or delay 
to fill its quota under every call, especially 
the Southern States, which have always 
cherished State pride and prated so much 
about State rights, and thus indirectly con- 
fess their inability to respond to their obli- 
gations in a matter of the highest moment 
to a successful prosecution of the present 
war with Spain, a war which appeals so 
strongly to the patriotism and humanity of 
the entire American people. 

Jam proud of the record Illinois has 
made in respect both to the promptness with 
which she has responded to the President’s 
call and to the character of the soldiers she 
has sent to the front. She has given up her 
best promptly, loyally, and joyfully. She 


cheerfully undertake to fill the quota of 
any and all States and Territories which, 
for any reason, find it impossible to respond, 
but she would want and would be entitled 
te the credit. It should be done openly and 
not covertly and in a lawful way so as to 
waive irritation and annoyance on the one 
side or humiliation on the other. It is per- 
haps too much to expect that the Govern- 
or of any State or Territory would confess 
inability or failure to fill the designated 
quota charged to his State, but I do not 
see why the President of the United States 
might not properly limit the time—say ten 
days—within which quotas under any call 
shall be filled, with the avowed purpose of 
redistributing the deficiency to Illinois and 
other States that are ready and eager to 
assume the patriotic burden. 

The deficiency under the second call. as 
shown by recent publications, is about 10,000 
men. These are mostly chargeable to the 
Southern States. Illinois has today seven- 
teen regiments fully organized. with offi- 
cers, enlistment rolls, and descriptive lists 
of men and officers, filed in my office. These 
are anxiously awaiting an opportunity to 
go to the front to do battle for their flag. 
L will undertake on behalf of Illinois to 
furnish every one of the deficiencies within 
four days and have them rendezvoused in 
Camp Tanner in Springfield. 

Jam sorry to be impressed with the idea 
that in many of the Southern States, pro- 
fessing the greatest loyalty to the country 
and the flag, they are anxious and willing to 
only furnish the officers, but want other 
States to furnish the rank and file of the 
army to fight under them. In this I do not 
mean to cast reflection upon that class of 
citizens who bore arms in aid-of the con- 
federacy in 1861 to 1865. It seems that they 
are the class of citizens in that section who 
in this crisis are willing to go to the front. 
But it seems that the masses are lukewarm 
and lack either the patriotism or enthusiasm 
to respond to their country’s call. 

J hope the President can see his way 
clear, under the law, to do justice in Illinois 
and other States whose citizens are anxious 
to go to the front, and in the event of another 
call that he may limit the time, as above 
suggested, for each State to furnish its 
quota, and, falling to do this, make a re- 
apportionment and give Illinois the oppor- 
tunity to furnish the needed troops.“

Volunteer Regiment Officers Object to 
Men Going to Other States 
to Enlist.

all kinds in the army, and 40 per cent of 
Illinois’ quota, and men are still eager to 
enter both branches of the service. 

Chicago has contributed men to the States 
of Florida, Indiana, and Mississippi. The 
punchers”’ at the Stock-Yards have 
sent seventeen men into the ranks of the 
Rough Riders, and thirty-two are in 
Grigsby’s regiment. The city has furnished 
forty-seven men for the Third Artillery in 
the Philippines, and its recruits are scattered 
among nearly all the regiments in the regu- 
lar army. Of its regular army contingent 
650 have gone direct into the First, Second, 
and Third Cavalry of General Wheeler's 
division. Its naval recruits are to be found 
on every vessel in the Cuban fleet. 

Of the men who left Chicago in May to 
join the Cuban insurgents, because they 
could not get into the completed regiments 
of the State, sixty-eight went in a body into 
one of the Florida regiments after they 
reached Tampa, and they paid their own 
expenses—some rode in passenger cars, while 
others jumped on freight trains to get near 
Cuba. One hundred more went in a body 
to Hammond, Ind., and formed a company 
in the One Hundred and Sixty-first Indiana 
Volunteers. 

About 600 Chicago men have gone to Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi to fight under the 
flags of those States. Two companies of en- 
gineers were formed, and when it was found 
that the companies from other points were 
short of men Chicago furnished them. Num- 
bers of men who lived in the South before 
making this city their home, and who have 
| had yellow fever, have gone singly and in 
groups to the South to enlist as immunes.

MAKE LIFE LIVELY 
FOR NEIGHBORS. 


Sixty-first Street Residents Protest 
Against Papier Mache Shells and 

Rocket Sticks — Acting [Mayor 
Waller Promises Relief. 


Inhabitants of East Sixty-first street re- 
‘joiced last night over the report of their 
special commissioner, George W. Riggs, that 
their note to the powers had been favorably 
acted on and that the troops of Pain’s 
Cuba army, whose batteries are sta- 
tioned in the Coliseum Gardens, near Sixty- 
third street, must no longer drop thirteen- 
inch shells into their midst. 

A petition signed by 280 residents of East 
Sixty-first street and Jefferson avenue was 
presented to acting Mayor Waller two days 
ago calling attention to the fact all the 
coumtry east of the Illinois Central tracks 
and north of Sixty-second street was nomi- 
nally at peace with the United States, yet in 
spite of this fact the United States troops 
garrisoned in the Coliseum Gardens who 
nightly assaulted the hand paintéd Morro 
Castle also dropped papier maché shelis and 
pasteboard shrapnell into their neighbor- 
hood, besides jarring the dwellings by ex- 
plosions of dynamite, which kept the chil- 
dren wide-eyed long after their usual bed- 
time. 

Mr. Riggs and John E. Shephard told Mr. 
Waller that Santiago on the Fourth of July 
was a haven of refuge compared to Sixty- 
first street, where the neighbors spent the 
evenings sitting on the edge of their bomb- 
proof caves ready to dodge in as soon as the 
cheers of the audience in the Coliseum Gar- 
dens told that Morro Castle was about to be 
everlastingly bombarded. Mr. Riggs de- 
clared that two nights ago two halves ofa 
thirteen-inch papier maché bomb an inch 
thick had crashed down In front of his porch. 
Previous to this one of the bombs had fallen 
through the roof of his house. 

Mr. Shephard said that skyrocket sticks 
four feet long frequently fell in the yards 
along Sixty-first street. Alderman Bennett, 
in a note to the powers, testified to grass in 
the vicinity being set on fire by sparks from 
the fireworks, while the residents of Sixty- 
first street announced that they had been re- 
concentrados long enough and declared for 
peace. 

Mr. Riggs told his neighbors last night 
that acting Mayor Waller after hearing the 
report of City Electrician Ellicott on the 
subject said that the Cuba company would 
be permitted to finish the engagement,which 
has two weeks to run and for which it had 
secured a license, but after that the bom- 
bardment of Sixty-first street must be dis- 
continued. 

Manager George Wood of the Cuba pro- 
duction declared that hig troops recognized 
the rights of the neighbors as non-com- 
batants and took pains to drop no shells in 
their neighborhood. He said the sticks and 
shells had fell in the vacant lot where the 
Coliseum formerly stood. Mr. Wood said that 
in all the many Pain’s fireworks exhibitions 
in the Coliseum Gardens there had never 
been a single accident and that the people

Various Views on the Attitude of 
the United States in the War 


with Spain Expressed by the 
Leading English Publications. 


London, July 22.—The weeklies devote 
themselves to a discussion of what the 
Speaker terms ‘*‘ compulsory imperialism,”’ 
and compliment the behavior of the Amer- 
icans at Santiago. 

The Spectator says: As the Americans 
marched in the middle ages fled. The mor- 
alist would think the Americans had con- 
tracted weighty and even terrible obliga- 
tions to the colonists of Spain, which they 
were bound to discharge without thinking 
too much of the consequences to themselves, 
Most of our European contemporaries are 
crying to Washington to be generous. Gen- 
erosity would mean that Spain should re- 
cover authority over the eight million dark 
persons whom she has misgoverned for three 
centuries at the moment when every virtue 
and every vice of the Spaniard would in- 
cline him to severity in punishment, and to 
betray the tribe of the Tagals into the 
hands of the Spaniards would be nothing less 
than baseness. : 

It is doubtful whether Washington can 
govern Cuba through a protectorate. The 
Americans have enfranchised a people and 
must see that enfranchisement is not a curse. 
If generosity is to be exercised it should be 
in Porto Rico, where the conquest is only a 
claim.” 

Discussing the influence of dependencies 
upon the United States and its policy, the 
Spectator says: 

The world’s future greatly depends upon 
the political character of the Americars. 
When in 1950 they are 200,000,000 they can 
crush any people except the Slavs. To fit 
them for that destiny the Americans should 
have difficulties, dependencies, and compll- 
cated relations with the remainder of man- 
kind. At present everything is too easy to 
them. They live too much to themselves. 
They must learn to, govern as well as to be 
governed and must add to their splendid 
patriotism the English gift of cold and lofty 
tolerance. They must keep subordinate gov- 
ernments as free from corruption as their

Visits the Secretary of the Navy | 


to Report on the Sunken ~ 
Spanish Vessels 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—An agreeable 
event of the day was the arrival at the Navy 
department of Lieutenant Hobson, the hero 
of the Merrimac, who arrived at New York 
today on the St. Paul. The officials were 
not informed of his approaching visit except 
through the newspapers. Consequently 
when he geached the railway station here at 
2:38 o'clock this afternoon there was no 
official there to meet him, and his reception 
was truly democratic. ‘ 

About 5:30 O clock Lieutenant Hobson 
went to the White House to pay his respects . 
to the President. Secretary Long accom- 
panied him. 
Hobson a most cordial greeting and paid him 
a high tribute for what he regarded as one 
of the most conspicuous acts of gallantry in 

Hobson succeeded in escaping observation 
as he passed through the train shed, coat and 
umbrella in hand, and followed by a porter 
carrying his bag, but before he emerged 
from the station some one spied him, a hur- 
rah went up from one throat, and in a mo- 
ment the station resounded with vociferous - 


shouting. The crowd closed. about him, shak- 


ing his hand and pushing him about untit he 
was rescued by the police and escorted to his 
carriage. He stopped long enough to an- 
nounce that all of the men who formed the 
crew of the Merrimac were safe and in the 
best of health, and that after he had made 
his report to the Navy department he ex- 
pected to return immediately to New York, 
Hobson carried. under his arm a large of- 
ficial envelope which bore in the corner 
the inscription ' North Atlantic Squadron“ 
As he approached the office of the Secretaty 
of the Navy there ensued another demon- 
stration. A large crowd had gathered about 
the doorway and the hearty welcome it gave 
the young officer brought blushes to his 
cheeks. Secretary Long came out of his pri- 
vate office, and, grasping Hobson with both 
hands, said with sincerity: i 
Lleutenant, I am glad—very glad to see 


you.

Then he drew him into his office, where 
the Lieutenant was introduced to Assistant 
Secretary Allen and was greeted by Captain 
Crowninshield, Captain Bradford, and Pen- 
sion Commissioner Evans, who happened to 
drop in.

le in her own words: 

“While at anchor in Guantanamo Bay we 
were informed that the hospitals at 
‘Siboney were in great need of help. Miss 
Barton ordered the Texas to Siboney, and 
ben we reached there inquiries were made 
enn a view to discovering what 
at the hospitals. It was found: that abso- 
lutely no provision had been made for the 
care of the sick. We sent supplies of food, 
bedding, and clothing ashore. Two of the 
sisters also landed and found the so-called 
hospital to consist of four or five rooms, as 

thy as could be. 

“Seventy of our soldiers were lying on 
the bare floor ill with fever, dysentery, and 
measies. But two of them were.wounded. 
‘They had been hurt in the first engagement 
of the Rough Riders on June 24. The hos- 
pital was in charge of a steward and two 
male assistants. 

“We offered our services, but Assistant 
Surgeon Winter, who was in charge, de- 
clined them, saying that he did not need 
them just then, but might in a few days 
and would let us know. When he declined 
our help there were seventy sick men lying 
on the floor, with no comforts at all and 
fed on the regular army rations. We urged 
the matter and begged to be allowed to stay 
and make the place at least comfortable, 
but Dr. Winter refused again. 

“TI went to the Cuban hospital and then 
to the American hospital. While I wastalk- 
ing to the steward in charge of the hospital 
Dr. Harvard, the surgeon in charge, came in, 
and I asked him why he had declined the 
services of the Red Cross. 

Can you afford,’ said I, ‘to let this 
story go back to the United States that you 
have nothing in the way of supplies dnd 
nurses, and yet when there is help at hand 
you refuse it?” Dr. Harvard replied that he 
had not Mined it. 

We went to work to get better quarters 
for the hospital. We got another building, 
cleaned it thoroughly and installed our cots. 
On Friday, July 1, the date of the battle of 
Santiago, the wounded began to come down 


from the front—a distance of ten miles— 


some in wagons, some hobbling. We joined 
our forces to those of the regular surgeons. 
During the first twenty-four hours we cared 
for 475 wounded in the operating tent, only 
stopping for a parte of coffee that was 
brought in to us. 

Late on Saturday afternoon Dr. Legarde 


came to the Red Cross tent and said he had 


an order from General Shafter for Miss Bar- 
ton to seize any army wagons and send sup- 
‘plies to the front in them. He added that 
there was absolutely nothing there to aid 
the wounded. I turned to him and said: 

„ Where are the hospital supplies and 
Service for the army? Have you brought 
20,000 men to Cuba and rushed them into 
battle without any provision for the wound- 
ed?’ Dr. Legarde was almost tearful. He 
‘said: 

“*Our only hope at the front now is the 
hope your people give us. Please send them 
to the front.’ 

„Miss Barton selzed two wagons and sent 
them on with supplies, going ahead in a 
third herself with three nurses. This ex- 
perience was thereafter repeated daily. 

“When Mise Barton took the State ‘of, 
Teras to Jamaica for ice Dr. and Mrs. Lesser.

ADMITS HE 
A DEFAULTER. 


John Harvey Myers of Mil- 
waukee Misapplies Many 
Thousand Dollars. 


DEALS IN REAL ESTATE. 


— 


Uses as His Own the Funds of 
the Association of Which 
He Is Secretary. 


WILL GIVE.UP HIS PROPERTY. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 22.—[Special.]— 
John Harvey Myers, the secretary of the 
Home Building and Loan association, is 
known to be a defaulter to the amount of 
$120,000, and the sum may be more. 
The books of the association are in such a 
tangle that it will be a month before any- 
thing like an accurate statement of the con- 
dition of the association will be obtainable. 
The total liabilities so far as have been as- 
certained are $166,000, while the known as- 
sets are but $42,000 

It seems that every cent which the asso- 
ciation has received during the last two 
years has been taken and that about all 


that has been paid out was the hire of the | 


office help and 628,000 in dividends, which 
was paid in 1896 and 1897. 

The association is hopelessly wrecked and 
John Harvey Myers, whom President Wech- 
selberg says he believes is an honest man, 
is prostrated at his homein White Fish Bay. 
He admits the defaication and claims that 
he will make good every cent he has taken 
from the association by deeding to it all of his 
property, which is worth $30,000. This prop- 
erty is incumbered, and the outlook for the 
shareholders of the association seems about 
as bright as was that of the depositors of 
the defunct South Side Savings Bank, which 
paid a 10 per cent dividend, 

The defalcation of Myers was made pos- 
sible by the loose business methods of the 
association and by the implicit confidence 
which the directors placed in him. They 
trusted him to the extent that, although the 
bylaws of the association required that he 
must furnish a bond sufficient to cover all 
money which he received, he was never 
required to comply with the law, and the 
association has no surety for the money. 
The laws of the association also required 
that the accounts be examined at least once 
a year by an auditing committee, yet no 
such examination was made since 1895, the 
directors having such faith in Mr. Myers 
that they accepted his exeuses for not pro- 
ducing the books. | 


Books Are Not Shown. 


Demands were made for the books in 1896 
and 1897, but Myers made the excuse that 
they were not written up completely. He 
declared each year that there was sufficient 
money to pay the annual dividends, and the 
Auditing committee took his word. 

On Tuesday Bank Examiner Kidd called to 
examine the books. Myers told him he would 
find a shortage in the accounts, but that it 
did not worry him, as it was money which he 
had taken, and would pay it back. 

There are 250 members of the associa- 
tion. Seventy members have full paid 
shares of $1,000 each, and 180 are only par- 
tially paid. It 1s said that the stock lia- 
bility will exceed $145,000. Besides this, the 
First National Bank holds a $10,000 note of 
the association, and there is another note 
for $1,100. There are preferred deposits 
of $6,000. The assets consist of mortgages 
having a face value of $42,000. On these 
some partial payments have been made, but 
how much no one seems to know. 

Myers’ method of taking the money was 
received the 
monthly subscriptions on stock and also 
paid the dividends and the other bills of the 
association. To enable him to make these 
payments Treasurer George Scott set aside 
a large sum subject to Myers’ check. The 
payments in the stock were supposed to be 
credited to this fund. The investigations 
show that Myers took all of this money. 
The income of the association from all 
sources was at least $300 per month. 

Myers has been a resident of this city for 
twelve years. He is 45 years of age. Soon 
after he came here he engaged in the real 
estate business, and when the Home Build- 
ing and Loan association was organized he 
became connected with it and was elected its

Sseretary⸗ During the boom from 1888 to 
1892 he loaded up on real estate and was the 
promoter of many real estate investment 
companies. 


Real Estate the Sink Hole. 


This afternoon Myers arranged for the 
transfer of all his property to the associa- 
tion. In speaking of his defalcations he said: 

“I wish to say that I had used certain 
sums belonging to the association in paying 
on and keeping up large real estate transac- 
tions, affecting property which I did not 
want to lose and which I hoped and be- 
lieved would come out in good shape. I do 
not propose to shirk any responsibility or to 
run away and will remain right here to face 
the whole matter. It is true that for some 
months, past I have been completely worn 
out and in poor health; so much so that 1 
was physically unable to write up the as- 
sociatian’s books in order to show just how 
they stood. In the meantime, however, I 
have always made reports to stockholders 
as to the affairs of the association. 

“T cannot state at this time just what my 


personal possessions are worth, but if the 


shortage is no more than I believe it to be, 
about $30,000, I can pay every dollar due the 
stockholders And they will not lose anything. 
As to my real estate investments, I scarcely 
know how I came to get so much on hand. 
But I kept adding to them right along, and 
then when values declined I found it a large 
undertaking to keep the I con- 
trolled.” 

The directors tonight practically deter- 
mined to ask the court tomorrow to appoint 
A. W. Hard as receiver of the defunct asso- 
ciation.

SUSPENSE. 


United States Senator’s Fate 
Is Now in the Hands of 
the Jury. 


NO VERDICT REACHED. 


Conflicting Guesses Based on the 
Protracted Deliberations 
Over the Hvidence. 


FINAL DAY OF THE TRIAL. 


Wilmington, Del., July 22.—[Special.)— 
Citizens of this proud little State are racked 
with suspense tonight. The jury in the cele- 
brated Kenney trial has been out for nearly 
twelve hours. 

The notion prevails throughout the city 
that there is a disagreement, with no present 
prospect of averdict. But that opinion rests 
on their prolonged deliberations. 

Meantime the eminent defendant and his 
multitudinous friends are racked with 
anxiety. 

The final open court proceedings in Senator 
Kenney’s trial for collusion with Defaulter 
Boggs in draining the treasury of the First 
National Bank of Dover were finished in two 
hours before the luncheon pemod today. 
Nothing remained but the charge of Judge 
Bradford in instructing the jury. It wasa 
deeply impressive session. No note was 
there of the entertaining wit and by-play 


that has once and again turned the stern 


and sober current of the great trial into mo- 
mentary periods of merriment. The Judge’s 
charge struck nothing but serious notes. 

When court convened at 11 o’clock the ac- 
customed crowd packed the room. 

Judge Bradford read from typewritten 
manuscript. He went into every phase of 
the celebrated case, discussing point by polnt 
in the light of the recognized law on the sub- 
ject, and interpreting where interpretation 
was deemed needful. The fact that Mr. Bird 
of the defense entered an exception to the 
charge at its conclusion indicates plainly 
enough that in case the jury brings in a 
verdict of guilty anapplication for an appeal 
to the higher courts will be made. During 
the charges Senator Kenney sat immediate- 
ly in front and facing the Judge, his coun- 
tenance clouded and haggard. Now and 
again he glanced nervously at the jury to 


note the effect of the Judge’s impressive | 


periods. On one side of him sat Attorney 
Alexander M. Daly of Dover, on the other 
Adjutant General Garrett J. Hart. Numer- 
ous prominent Delaware attorneys and cler- 
gymen and a group of Wilmington’s belles 
were inside the railing. Boggs was not 
present. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of his 
Honor’s charge the jury adjourned to the 
grand jury room in charge of Marehal Haw- 
kins. There they had dinner before begin- 
ning the task of deciding the guilt or inno- 
cence of their junior Senator. 

All the afternoon anxious stragglers of the 
crowd that has followed every turn of the 
trial loitered around the federal building in 
the hope that their twelve fellow-citizens 
would come out of their secret conclave with 
thelr important finding. 

Judge Bradford remained in his office in 
the federal building awaiting the verdict 
until 9 o’clock, not even going out for sup- 
per. Senator Kenney sought to. alleviate 
his anxiety by visiting friends about the 
city, but was always in reach of the office of 
Mr. Bird of the defense, that he might be 
summoned without delay to hear the verdict. 

Tonight twelve cots were provided for the 
jury in the second-story corridor of the fed- 
eral building. At the staircase end of the 
corridor stand two Deputy Marshals of Un- 
cle Sam, keeping guard. 

They guard the Kenney jurymen with 
greater care than if those free citizens were 
prisoners in old Newcastle Jail.

separate columns will converge along good 
roads until they have reduced whatever 
opposition may be found in the outlying 
districts and invested San Juan from the 
east, south, and west, when Sampson’s 
fleet will complete the circle by appearing 
off the shore tothe north.

The intention of doing as little injury as 
possible and gaining the good will of the 
inhabitants where practicable is a com- 
mendable feature of the campaign. The 
trank avowal of the administration that 
Porto Rico is to be annexed, and the execu- 
tion of the expedition with that end in 
‘view, is a wise measure which will meet 
with the general approval of the American 
people—and ultimately, it is to be hoped, 
of the Porto Rican people. !

The report of the special Council Com- 
mittee on Street Railroads, of which ex- 
Alderman Harlan was chairman, deals at 
some length with the question of the exces- 
sive profits of the traction companies and 
presents detailed statements showing pre- 
cisely whfat each of those companies can 
afford to pay the city for the valuable fran- 
chises enjoyed by them. 
those franchises is ascertained by deduct- 
ing from the market value of the stock and 
bonds of each road what it would cost to 
reproduce the plant on the basis of the pres- 
ent system, part cable and part trolley, 
and on the cheaper basis of an entire over- 
head trolley system. The figures for the 
West Side road will serve as an illustra- 
tion: 
Market value stocks [100%] and 


If, as is assumed to be true, and as is simply 
established by the sale of bonds, capital is ready 
to invest in a stable business, like that of operat- 
ing street railways, for an income of 8 per cent, 
or even 6 per cent, on actual investment, then 
the making of an income larger than that must 
be due to the posseséion of an exclusive privilege 
for carrying on that business—that is, must be 
due to the franchises; and the amount by which 
that larger income exceeds such 8 per cent or 6 per 
cent income marks the value of that privilege— 
that is, the value of the franchises. 


The overcapitalization for all the roads 
is: On the basis of the duplication of the 
present system, $34,400,000, and on that of 
the overhead trolley system, $38,900,000. 
The combined franchise values ure figured 
out to be: On the basis of the present sys- 
tem, $62,700,000, and on the other system, 
$67,200,000. For those values, which owe 
their existence to Council grants, the com- 
mittee believes the city should receive 
reasonable compensation, and it shows that 
the receipts of the roads are so great that 
if stockholders are paid 6 or even 8 per 
cent dividends on the cost of duplication of 
the roads the city will receive a large rev- 
enue, 

During the years 1890.97 the 5-cent fares 
‘collected by the North Side company 
amounted to 20% million dollars. Of the 
stock of that company, by the way, three 
million dollars is set down as “ water” 
by the committee, and of the bonds, a 
million and a quarter. If the stockholders 
had foregone dividends exceeding 8 per 
cent on the actual investment there would 
have been from 4 to 4% millions, being in 
the one case 1944 per cent of the gross 
profits and in the other case 22‘ per cent 
of those profits, which could have been 
paid to the city. If the stockholders had 
been satisfied with a 6 per cent dividend 
there would, of course, have been more 
revenue for the city. 

If the stockholders of all the roads had 
been content with an 8 per cent income on 
what it cost to equip all the lines with an 
overhead trolley system, 17.07 per cent 
of the combined receipts of all the companies 
could have been paid over to the city. But 
the traction companies have not pursued 
that course. If the stockholders had sold 
their stock at its market value in 1897, after 
holding it for seven years, and being con- 
tent with only 8 per cent dividends in the 
meanwhile, they would have received over 
58 millions in excess of the cost of equip- 
ping all the lines with the overhead trol- 
ley system and that 8 per cent dividend 
on the sum it would take to equip all the 
roads with the overhead trolley system. |

| @ARCIA WRITES A LETTER, 
General Shafter has received a letter 


| from General Garcia announcing that he 


has tendered his resignation to General 
Gomes. Thies Cuban patriot resigns be- 
cause his feelings have been wounded. 
The American General did not say one 
word to him about the negotiations for the 
surrender of Santiago or the terms of the 
capitulation. Garcia was not invited to be 
present and represent the Cuban army 
when the surrender took place. Of all this 
General Garcia cannot — complain. 
Congress refused positively to recognize 
the clvil government of the insurgents. 
Consequently General Shafter could not 
recognize officially the military officers com- 
missioned by the insurgent government. 
Possibly, too, General Shafter did not think 
the army under Garcia had done enough to 


make Its recognition worth while. 


General Garcia complains also that Gen- 
eral Shafter has— . 

Left in power at Santiago the same Spanish au- 
thorities that for three years I have fought as 
enemies of the independence ef Cuba. I beg to 
state that those authorities have never been elected 
at Bantiago by residents of the city, but were ap- 
pointed by royal decree of the Queen of Spain. 


The Cuban General states that he would 
agree that the American army should have 
taken possession of Santiago and garri- 
soned the forts, but it grieves him deeply 
that the Cuban people and the inhabitants 
of Santiago are not allowed to elect new 
local officers. The President did not order 
General Shafter to call elections to fill local 
offices, to determine the qualifications of 
voters, to canvass the votes, declare the 
result, and instal] the successful candidates 
into office. The right of the insurgents to 
order such elections cannot be recognized, 
of course. The desire of the President is 
to have the local laws of Cuba administered 
between Cubans by persons who are com- 
petent to do so. Presumptively the individ- 
uals who are filling the offices now are qual- 
ified, even if they were commissioned by 
the Spanish government. That is a matter 
of no consequence as long as they behave 
themselves under the new government. If 
there were no insurgents in Cuba the old 
municipal authorities would retain their 
places under military rule as a matter of 
course. The fact that there are some un- 
recognized insurgents in Cuba does not 
make it advisable that a different policy 
should be pursued. 

General.Garcia closes his letter with the 
statement that, while awaiting General 
Gomez's action on his resignation, “ I with- 
draw with my forces to Jiguani.” It is not 
announced that this withdrawal of men 
who are better eaters than they are fight- 
ers has induced General Shafter to send 
for reinforcements. Probably the commis- 
sary department will heave a sigh of relief 
when Garcia turns his back on the bacon 
and hardtack of America. The insurgent 
soldiers do not seem to have been displeased 
with their victuals. They have been about 
as useless as Wellington’s Spanish auxiliary 
troops during the peninsular campaign. 

It is stated, however, that Garcia, instead 
of waiting for action on his resignation, has 
marched off with another General named 
Castillo to capture Holguin, which is still 
held by a fair-sized Spanish force. “ Cu- 
ban staff officers” predict that the garri- 
son will be captured within a month. Per- 
haps Garcia has gone off hunting Spaniards. 
That is the best thing he can do to mend 
the damaged reputation for bravery of his 
troops. If he marches on Holguin and cap- 
tures the city and mes aren the American 
soldiers will say that “ the fellows are good 
for something after all,” and will not ob- 


pense. But Holguin has not been cap- 
tured yet.

All the talk and splutter about our dispo- 
sition of Cuba or Porto Rico will quiet 
down as soon as the American occupation 
becomes a fait accompli. The junta of dis- 
satisfaction will no longer have any good 
material to work on.

1 our navy has destroyed 12 cruisers, 17 gun- 
boats, 3 torpedo boat destroyers, and 7 
transports.

The out- 
come emphasizes the statement of Admiral 
Dewey when he heard of the destruction of 
Cervera's fleet: “I trust that the results of 
these two battles, as well as lesser incidents, 
may prove to the American people the 
value of a strong and well trained navy.”

Porto Rico, Its Climate, Political Or- 
ganization, Geography, Com- 
merce, and People. 


The administration makes no concealment 
of its fixed purpose to speedily conquer the 
beautiful island of Porto Rico from Spain 
and to hold it permanently in part payment 
of the expense of the war. The New York 
World of the 20th inst. gives this descrip- 
tion of the island: 

The climate, it has been explained, ts not 
unlike that of New York in July as a ther- 
mometer registers it, and an agreeable 
peculiarity of it is that strangers are quickly 
and easily acclimated. Although it is nearer 
the equator than our new possession in the 
other great ocean, Hawali, this climate 
agreeableness has brought to Porto Rico 
people of northern races, who have shunned 
‘the Pacific islands, Germans, Russians, 
French, Danes, and Swedes being among the 
25,000 foreign population which thrives and 
prospers there. These foreigners are found 
principally in San Juan—which is to be our 
first point of attack—on the northeast coast, 
and in San German [or better known as 
Ponce, containing 40,000 population], a town 
larger than San Juan, the capital, and situ- 
ated in the District of Mayaguez, on the 
western end of the island. 

Politically the island is divided into seven 
districts, called departments. 
Bayamon (containing the capital, San Juan), 
Arecibo, Aguadilla, Mayaguez (containing 
San German, where our troops will find gas- 
lighted streets and cafés and a considerable 
foreign club to entertain our officers), Ponce 
(with its town of the same name, also Fas- 
lighted and supporting an English Episcopal 
Church), and Guayama. An eighth depart- 
ment includes the Island of Viequez, which 
is a penal and military settlement. 

Excluding its dependent islands, Porto 
Rico contains 8,530 square miles [being 


a small territory to support more than 
800,000 people, judged by our conditions 
Yet all authorities agree in the seeming 
paradox that the resources of the island 
whereby population may be supported have 
been but little drawn upon comparatively, 
while the density of population to the acre 
exceeds that of any country in the new 
world. Some figures of its productiveness 
under a system only a little improved over 
those which antedated Columbus will help 
to explain. 

The annual coffee yield, as stated in the 
latest published report on the island, is 
15,600 tons; sugar, 67,000 tons; tobacco, 
7,000,000 pounds; 187,500,000 plantains, 6,500,- 
000 oranges, and 2,500,000 cocoanuts. Rice, 
which is the principal food of a great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants, grows there on 
the mountainsides without flooding, as is 
necessary in most countries, and in such 


[The production of the island can easily be 
doubled if in American possession.) The 
tobacco is nearly all sent to Havana, where 
it is made into high-priced “ Havana” 
cigars, so excellent is its quality. These are 
only a few of the products of the wonderful 
little island. Cattle of fine breed are raised 
with little trouble in the foothills, and in 
exportable quantity. Nearly $1,000,000 worth 
of honey is exported annually. | 

The productive class of the population, the 
small landholders and laborers, are of old 
Spanish stock, which was mixed centuries 
ago with the native Indian blood. This class, 
called Gibaros, are peaceful, contented, and, 
as the virtue is measured in Porto Rico, 
industrious. They are the farmers and 
herders and are content to pack their prod- 
uct to mill or market on muleback; and it 
is well it is so, for a majority of them have 
only mulepaths by which to reach market. 
The foreigners are the traders and middle- 
men and are mostly found in Ponce, San 
German, and San Juan. 

The monetary unit on the island is the 
silver peso, not to be confused with its much 
less reliable peseta, and is worth about 
cents in our currency. But an understand- 
ing of the peso will not end the confusion 
of our troops when they begin to shop and 
make change there. They will also have to 
bother their heads with the doblon, a gold 
piece worth about $5—may they have much 
such bother!—the onza (17 pesos), the media 
onza, the escuda, the escudito, and the real 
fuerte, to say nothing of the centen, worth

Can Good Fighters Be Diaciplined in 


Three Months? 


The London Spectator looks to General 
Shafter’s army to answer the question, 
„Can half-drilled or partly disciplined men 
do the work of trained soldiers or supple- 
ment them sufficiently to make small reg- 
ular armies safe?” If they can, it thinks 
the benefit woulfl be incalculable, for en- 
ergy could be saved, the military spirit be 
held in check, and at the same time nations 
could be prepared for defense, or, if need be, 
for offense, without undue strain on their 
resources. Every nation could defend itself 
if three months’ drill would make soldiers, 
for every nation, if it pleases, can afford 
artillery, supply departments and a suffi- 
cient body of educated officers.”” The Spec- 
tator believes that even a German army 
would think the conquest of Switzerland a 
serious undertaking, though there are no 
private soldiers by profession in Switzerland 
except artillery, and in the Franco-Prussian

Orders Pavement Left Untouched Until 
Property-Owners Consent to Pay 
| Their Assessments. 


Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
said yesterday the contractor would be or- 
dered to leave those portions of Dearborn 
street’s torn-up pavements abutting the 
Fisher and Old Colony structures just as 
they are until the property-owners come 
to terms and pay for the paving. 

For more than two years Dearborn street, 
from Jackson boulevard to the Polk Street 
Depot, has been in bad condition. The 
Board of Local Improvements recently de- 
cided to repave the street. Notices of spe- 
cial assessment were sent to the property- 
owners and a contract was let before final 
confirmation.

MR. PECK TALKS OF HIS PLANS. 


Discusses Matters of Space and A 


priations—Will Open Headquar- 
ters at Once. 


Ferdinand W. Peck, the newly appointed 
Commissioner General to represent the 
United States, at the Paris Exposition of 
1900, is at his summer residence in Oconomo- 
woc, Wis. He said he had not been a can- 
didate for the position, and although his 
name had been frequently mentioned, he 


nad not counted on the appointment. 


The space allowed is too limited to meet 
the demands of American manufacturers al- 
ready made,“ he added. I understand only 
150,000 square feet of space is actually avall- 
able at present. An effort will be made to 
increase this, failing in which we will fall 
far short in making a creditable representa- 
tion. We are more than a year behind other 
nations in beginning our work, owing to de- 
lay on the part of Congress in enacting need- 
ed legislation. The amount of the appropria- 
tion is $650,000.

Mr. Peck will establish headquarters on 
the upper floors of the Auditorium Building. 
Offices will also be opened in New York and 
Paris. The Assistant Commissioner Gen- 
eral will probably have charge of the New 
York office. | 

Mr. Peck has always Uved in Chicago. He 
was born in 1848 in the old Peck family 
homestead where the Grand Pacific Hotel 
stands today. He was educated in the pub- 
lic schools and the old University of Chi- 
cago. After leaving the university he at- 
tended the Union College of Law, from 
which he graduated with honor. 

The leading spirit in bullding and perfect- 
ing the Auditorium was Mr. Peck. He was 
elected President of the Auditorium asso- 
ciation and has served uninterruptedily in 
that capacity up to the present time’ He 
has been President of the Chicago Athenzum 
association, Vice President of the IHinois 
Humane society, and was one of the most 
active workers to found the Art Institute. 
For many years he was a member of the 
Board of Education and served as Vice 
President of that body. 

He was one of the seven original incor- 
porators of the association which helped

‘GZAR’S NEW FIGHTING 
SHIPS STIR GREAT 
BRITAIN TO ACTION. 


Supplementary Naval Program 
Calls for the Construction of Sev- 
eral More War Vessels— Made 


Necessary by Russia’s Policy. 


London, July 22.—The eagerly expected 

statement of the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, Mr. George J. Gogchen, on the sup- 
plementary naval program, was made to- 
day in the House of Commons He re- 
viewed the origina] program, which was 
considered sufficient, when it was framed, 
being based upon the two-power system, that 
the navy of Great Britain must be equal to 
the combined fleets of any two powers. 
But, in consequence of the action of Rus- 
sia, on the same system, the government 
was compelled to present a supplementary 
program, paralleling the Russian increase 
‘of six battleships which Russia proposed 
to begin in 1888. Only two battleships were 
taken into account in the original British 
program and the First, Lord of the Ad- 
miralty announced that he now asked the 
House to grant four more battleships. Con- 
tinutng, Mr. Goschen said: 

“The Russian program provides for four 
cruisers. We propose to build four, ahd 
also twelve destroyers. It is estimated that 
the cost of the new program will be £8,000,- 
000 ($40,000,000), making the entire expendi- 
ture for the new ships £15,000,000 ($75,000;- 
000). The battleships will be especially 
adapted for the passage of the Suez Canal.“ 

Mr. Goschen pointed out that her Majes- 
ty's government desired Europe to note that 
the proposal was not aggressive, but es- 
sential to maintaining a principle laid Jown. 
Nor was Russia's action a menace to Great 
Britain. She had the right to build such a; 
fleet as she théught her position required. 


HEALTH OFFICIALS 
. SEND AN ULTIMATUM 
TO PACKING-HOUSES.. 


Stock- Vards Firms Ordered to Pave 
Cattle Pens, Abolish Hair-Drying 
Field, Open Drains, and Bone 
Heaps at Once. 


The Health department was busy all day 
yesterddy sending notices to every packer 
in the Stock-Yards district that certain 
evils, which Chief Sanitary Inspector Young 
believes responsible for the odors which at 
times make life a burden on the North Side, 
must be abolished. Among the reforms 
ordered are the removal of the hair fields, 
the open drains for grease skimming, the 
paving of all stock pens with brick and 
asphalt, and the removal of the piles of 
bones about the fertilizer factories. 

Mr. Young announces that unless the 
packers bégin the work in a short time they 
will be prosecuted. The penalty is a fine 
of not less than $10 nor more than $100 
for every day the notice is disregarded after 
the Umit set. 

The work of laying tile drains in place 
of the open wooden ones has been com- 
menced, and it is understood the grease 
skimming is to be carried on inside the 
buildings. 

The fields for drying hair have been pro- 
nounced a nuisance and their abandon- 
ment ordered at once. Several deathsin the 
district near Ashland avenue and Fortieth 
street are attributed to this cause and the 
records of the department are filled with 
complaints about them. 


DR. TAYLOR IS IN TROUBLE. 


City Prosectuor Finds Himself Unable 
to Control the Populists or Piease 
the Democrats. 


Since Dr. H. S. Taylor, City Prosecutor, 
lost his power to keep the Populists in line 
for the Democratic ticket, he has been con- 
fronted with all kinds of trouble. The Pop- 
ulists have decided to hold a county con- 
vention on Aug. 6 and nominate candidates 
for all the offices, and in consequence the 
Democratic leaders, greatly disturbed, have 
appealed to Dr. Taylor to stop it.

After two and a half years of evasion of 
law @nd delay of trial, less than two hours 
was required yesterday by a jury to decide 
from the evidence, once it was presented, 
that William Rodman Hennig, two of his 
partners, Thomas Gibson and O. R. Strat- 
ton, and eight of his employés were guilty 
of Ducket-shopping as charged in the indict- 
ment against them. 

The jury retired at 5:45 o’clock in the after- 
noon and the message that a verdict had 
been reached was dispatched to Judge Chet- 
lain at 7:30 o’clock. Four ballots were need- 
ed to bring abomt the conviction for the 


O. R. Stratton, the three’principals, was at 
no time in the balance. The general form of 
the verdict in their cases was settled before 
a formal ballot was taken. 

A minority of the jurors held out for the 
acquital of the eight clerks, but their con- 
tention was overruled after a short debate. 
The verdict was practically unanimous,” 
said Foreman H. M. Needham. There was 
mo difficulty in coming to an agreement.“ 

Clerk Philip Knopf was handed the verdict 
at 8:15 o'clock. When the reading was com- 
pleted Attorney Brady demanded a poll of 
the jury, and at its conclusion made a mo- 
tion for a new trial. The arguments on the 
motion may be made on Monday morning, 
though Attorney Riddle for the defehse 
asked a longer time for preparation.

Makes a Stubborn Fight. 


The Hennig establishments were raided 
20, 1897, and Hennig for a 
time was closed up tight. Hennig com- 
menced then the stubborn legal battle he 
has waged ever since, a conflict which Mr. 
Hill estimates has already cost him up- 
wards of $85,000. He went before a Circuit 
Court Judge and asked for an injunction 
against the service of warrants by the con- 
stables, which the Judge refused. 

Beaten also in the jystice court, Hennig 
and his associates were confronted in Oc- 
tober with six grand jury indictments, three 
for bucket-shopping and three for gambling. 
The tightening of the line about him forced 
him gradually to abandon his business 
operations, which were divided into two 
classes, city and country. The first of his 
city establishments was closed permanent- 
ly at the time of the August raids, and the 
last one in February of this year. The 
country branch, which furnished quota- 
tions to towns all through Indiana, Illinois, 
and Iowa, continued active until June 80, 
when the time for the trial was set. Hen- 
nig then judged it prudent to retire until the 
result of the trial should be known.

BEAR HARDSHIPS NOBLY. 


LIFE IN AMERICAN TRENCHES BE- 

Miseries Nobly Endured by the Soldiers 
of the Investing Army—Stripped of 
Their Equipments and Exposed to 
the Constant Risk of Sickness 
Through Hot, Wet Days and Cold, 
Wet, Nights, with Additional Peril 
of Sudden Death from Bullets, 


At the Front Before Santiago, July 6.—The 
army is resting. The white flag of truce is 
floating from the itrenches of friend and 
foe and the soldiers who so soon, perhaps, 
are to be again showéring their hail of steel 
upon each other are carelesély walking along 
the crests of their respective hills eyeing one 
another with that interest which all men 
have for those with whom they fight. The 


clouds break and drench the earth, but still 
the trenches are never emptied of the men 
with guns ready at hand, for no one can tell 
when this truce will end, and besides it is 
wise in warfare never to trust a foe too far, 
especially if he be Spanish. . 

In the meantime neither side is idle. 
Trenches are deepening, bomb ‘roofs ap- 
pearing, siege guns being mounted, ranges 
determined, commissary stores brought for- 
ward, and the thousand odds and ends inci- 
dental to campaigns of offense and defense 
looked after and arranged. And both sides 
are gaining. The summer of San Juan, 30 
called, is all but over. It is the dry part of 
the wet season. Within a week the down- 
pour which now falls upon us every day is 


more than likely to be doubled, and then 


God help our soldiers. In the wild rush to 
the front in the sweltering heat of this Santi- 


ago sun the go-by was given to baggage. 


Ponchos, blankets, coats, blouses, traps of 
all kinds were strewn along the roadside. 
Some of it was lost, some ruined, some stolen 
by the Cubans. Little remains to the sol- 
diers, and now that the heat of battle is over 
they suffer. 


Soldiers Suffer After Fighting. 


It means sickness, and the longer the de- 
lay the more of it. The days are hot and 
wet, the nights are cold and wet, and but 
for our ally, hunger, for the Spaniards are 
hungry, we might yet lose tie fight. 

But neither army has yet to face these 
dangers in aggravated form. They have 
fought and still stand ready to fight face to 
face. Their lines almost touch, and wind- 
ing about over ridges that run parallel, en- 
circling Santiago on the gast and north. 

The view from the center of the American 
line is magnificent. The ridge here over- 
looks the city, quaint and beautiful in all 
its rampant hostility, as it lies throbbing 
in the sun, its red and yellow walls of stone 
and brick standing out in bold, artistic con- 
trast to the green mountain spurs behind it. 
The red and yellow Spanish flag is flying 
from many buildings. The blood-red Maltese 
cross on the field of white flutters before the 
hospital far down in front, where, but a 
few hundred yards from our lines, stretch 
the yellow mounds of Spanish rifle pits. 
From their sick beds the Spanish wounded 
can gaze through the windows at the block- 


‘house at San Juan in the center of our line, 


where so many of them fell, and where the 
gallant Seventy-first New York now sit in 
the rifle pits. No infantry in the world can 
take those ridges now, for instead of Span- 
lards behind the guns there are Americans. 


Afraid to Leave Their Trenches. 


~ Those who argue that the Spanish soldier 
has proved that he is a fighter by this cam- 
paign, merely because he inflicted heavy 
loss in the American ranks on the day of 
the big battle, forget that he held positions 
then which would have defied capture had 
courage and efficiency been found in their 
defense. When our men charged that day 
Spanish fear held the soldiers in the trenches 
fighting desperately, for it was more dan- 
serous to run than to remain. Only when 
the still greater fear swept over them that 
the Americans, coming on in the face of a 
fire they believed no soldiers in the world 
could stand, would surely reach the trenches, 
did they choose the lesser danger and try 
to escape by fleeing. Yankees would not 
have done that. They would have stood 
their ground and beaten back the charging 
foes. The Spaniards know this now, for 
they have learned the lesson well. 

It was the night after the big fight. The 
American army, although victorious, was 
sore and blood-covered. A thousand men 
had felt the steel of the Spanish Mauser and 
many lay dead. A reaction had set in. Bat- 
tle was no longer glorious. Blood and brok- 
en bones wore no glamour. The gloom was 
oppressive. There was even talk of retreat. 
The Generals held a conference upon the 
expediency of a movement to the rear on 
this night, but, although the danger of flank- 
ing had to be confronted, it was deemed in- 
advisable. Sharpshooters hung along the 
woods within our lines and peppered the 
wounded and stragglers. It was dangerous 
to — * headquarters 
Groups of men along the dark, w 
muddy road to the rear fired 
other, each thinking the other to be Span- 
ish. Panic was in the air to the rear, but 
along the firing line, where the real danger 
was and the real men were, the courage that 
makes. us proud of our race was rampant. 

Ten o'clock had come and for several 
hours not a shot had been fired. The night 
was beautiful.

Americans Hold Their Positions. 


Soon, too, the music of the Mausers was 
hushed.

Since then the Spaniards have seemed to 
realize that they must remain on the de- 
fensive, for they have kept well within their 
trenches. They attacked along the line the 
following morning, but only with rifie fire 
from the pits, and lttle damage was done 
and almost none at all on our fighting line. 

Since our positions have been intrenched 
the safest place in camp, except general 
headquarters, is right on the firing line.

One may leave the firing 
line when all is quiet and just at this danger 
stretch firing may commence. Then there 
is nothing left to do but run for it. There 
is no way to fight back, and it takes the 
heart out of men to thus be shot at with- 
out a chance for resistance. The soldiers 
call this place bloody angle, and bloody it 
has been. 

It was there that the balloon was sent up 
on the day of the big fight, and it proved the 
costliest small mistake of this campaign. 
Our soldiers were marching up this road, 
The Spaniards did not see them. They did 
not know we were coming. Then up goes 
the balloom Down the road it moved ahead 
of our soldiers. The Spaniards on San 
Juan Hill, which we had not yet taken, 
opened fire upom the balloon with rifles and 
field pieces. It took effect upon the men on 
the road. They could do nothing but go for- 
ward. They fell by the score. They could 
not anewer the fire. They simply struggled 
on until the balloon was shot to pieces, and 
then, breaking into the open, they began 
those charges which have made them fam- 
ous for all time.—New York Sun. 


CHARGES SOCIETY WITH FRAUD. 


Attorney General Asks for an Injunc- 
tion Against the Knights of Bi- 
metallism Officers. 


The Knights of Bimetalllsm, an insurance 
and benefit organization, once known as the 
Original Order of O of America,“ is the 
subject of an injuncti brought by Attor- 
ney General Akin yesterday to restrain the 
society’s agents and employés from carrying 
on the business until the legal transac- 
tions of its oflcers have been corrected. 
These, it is said, have deprived the organiza- 
— of its rights as a corporation under the 

ws. 

In December, 1897, the directors filed a 


notice at Springfield that the name of the 


society had been changed, and later it was 
decided that in ad@ition to providing insur- 
ance for its members, the order should take 
up the cause of free silver, 5 per cent of all 
assessments having been voted to advance 
the work. | 

The principal complaints in the bill are 
that in voting money for political use the 
corporation ceeded its powers and vio- 
lated the provisions of the law, and that in 
reinsuring policies the officers again vio- 
lated the statute. The directors named in 
the bill are Edward Larkin, G. C. Camp- 
bell, George Sutherland, John A. Graham, 
Alexander Watson, John Jamieson, Charles 
E. White, Harry Jessup, Milford J. Thomp- 
son, and John A. Blakely. 


DISCUSS STREET CAR REPORT.

The report of Mayor Harrison's Committee

Gold Output of a Year. 

Dawson City, Alaska, June 25; via Seattle, 
Wash., July 22.—The output of the mines of 
the Yukon region this year, while it has 
reached between $10,000,000 and $15,000,000, 
has not been up to even the more conserva- 
tive estimates made last fall, based on the 
prospects then existing. Three things have 
contributed to shorten this spring's clean up 
—the Canadian royalty, the lack of men, and 
the lack of strengthening food. 

One of the most prominent civil engineers 
on the Pacific coast, who spent winter 
in the mines, sajd: 

Considering the fact that less than 2,000 
poorly fed men have gotten out this winter 
almost 315,000,000, the Klondike has made a 
showing that entities it to consigeration as 
the greatest gravel deposit in existence and 
the richest in the world. The placer mines 
of California inegarly days are its only rivals. 
The great ricHes of the bench claims on

Of the less known streams Dominion. 
Creek is giving evidence of mineral de- 
posits which may make it known as the 
richest’ strike yet made. Hunker Creek 
is rich in placers. Gold Bottom is not 
turning out as well as expected. 

So many are the disadvantages in min- 
ing in the Northwest Territory that atten- 
tion is being once more directed to mines 
on the American side. 

Forty-Mile Creek has been relocated 
and many new claims are recorded. 
Chicken Creek, which has been known 
for the last two years, but not worked, 
will be developed this year. Cafion, Nug- 
get Gulch, and Franklin Creeks and 
the bars on Forty-Mile will be worked by 
the hydraulic process, and there will be a 
good camp at the mouth of the river within 
two years. “American Creek, forty miles 
down from Forty-Mile, is known to be 


good. 

The Mission Creek district has three 
formations—placer, quartz, and coal. At 
its mouth is Eagle City, where will be 
established the United States barracks 
and the custom-house. Twenty miles be- 
low Eagle City is Star City, guarding the 
mouth cf Seventy-Mile River. From Sev- 
enty-Mile to Circle City is prospect- 
ed, and creeks are found here and there 
which give good indications. Coal and 
Sheep Creeks promise equally well, and 
also the Charley River. . 

Circle City has been practically deserted 
since the rush to Dawson. Across from 
Circle City is Jefferson-Creek, which is now 
being prospected for its whole length. 
Further down is the Minook Creek district, 
which has developed some claims which 
have paid $27,000, $25,000, and $15,000, the 
first winter’s work. The country is to a 
great extent an unknown quantity. A great 
country will be opened in the Kokukuk. | 

All things considered the American side 
would seem to be the place for the future. 


DISCUSS NEW YORK’S TRADE. 


Expert Attributes the Comparative De- 


cline to Competition of Other Cities 
—Eastern Man’s Views. | 


In discussing the appointment by Gov- 
ernor Black of New York of a commission 
to investigate the causes of New York City’s 
comparative loss in the import and export 
trade of the country, a Chicago expert, in 
charge of the importing department of one 
of Chicago’s largest wholesale dry goods 
houses, said: 


New York has not lost any ocean trade 


so far as volume goes, for its amount in- 
creases every year, but, as compared with the 
imcrease of other ports, it has suffered, and 
the reason is not far to seek. Brisk com- 
petition in other quarters is what is making 
the New-Yorkers uneasy. 

Formerly New York was the port of 
entry; now it isa port ofentry. The coun- 
try grows and competition grows. Boston, 
Baltimore, Charleston, New Orleans, and 
other coast cities are getting more and more 
foreign trade every year, to say nothing 
of such cities as Chicago, St. Louls, St. 
Joseph, Kansas City, Minneapolis, and St. 
Paul, which are direct importers and dis- 


| tributing points of tremendous importance. 


New York has been shorn of some of its 
laurels in the importing trade, and inevitably 
will be shorn of more. Governor Black may 
appoint commissions; they will have no 
trouble in finding the cause, but they can- 
not prevent the effect. 

ws New York was at one time the center for 
the sale of bonds and all the interest was 
paid there. Now it is only one of many 
centers. Competition is distributing the com- 
mercial and financial business of the coun- 


try.
